There {u more water belng used by
Kiamath Falls people at this time
than during the summer months, sald
Mr. Adamg, and the only 'explanation
glven is that many waler users are
allowing their water faneets Lo run all
night to prevent freesing,

Mr. Adams says that it I8 necessary
to keep one pump geing continually,
and sometimes the emergency has to
be used to keep the reservoirs full.
The single pump hus a capacity of
150 gallong per minute, 45,000 gal-
logs an hour or 1,080,000 gallons ev-
ory twenty-four hours.
